Trochleatores ;  rpox^ea,  "a  pulley."  So  called 
because  this  nerve  supplies  the  trochlearis  mus- 
cle, Obliquus  superior  oculi;  Longissimus  oculi; 
Obliquus  major,  of  Winslow ;  Optico-trochlei- 
scleroticien,  of  Dumas. 

2d.  CEREBRO-ORBITAR. 


Trifacial,  of  Chausser;  from  ires,  "three," 
and  fades,  'the  face ;"  the  three  divisions  being 
distributed  to  the  face. 

Trigemini;  from  ires,  "three,"  and  geminus, 
"double,"  ''three  fold,"  "triplets."  Nerve  of 
Mastication  and  general  sensibility  of  the  face. 
Presides  over  taste  in  connection  with  the 
Glosso-Pharyngeal.

From  audio,  "to  hear;"  Nervus  acousiicus, 
the  "true auditory"  nerve;  Portio  Mollis,  "soft 
portion." 

CEREBRO-INTRA-TEMPORAL. 


From  ylaaaa,  "the  tongue;"  and  ^dpvy!^,  a 
charm  or  cleft;"  also,  (pdpvy(,  "otto  to  (pspeiv;" 
because  it  conveys  the  food  into  the  stomach. 
Motor  nerve  of  the  tongue,  principal  agent  of 
speech  and  taste. 

CEREBUO-PHARYNGI-GLOSSAL. 


From  ■rvEVjuuv,  "  the  lung ;"  and  yacTTjp,  "the 
belly."  Par-vagum,  from  par,  "a  pair,"  and 
vago,  'to  wander;"  the  "wandering  pair." 
Middle  Sympathetic,  the  nerve  of  the  internal 
sensations  of  a  necessity  for  respiration  in  the 
lungs,  of  hunger,  thirst  and  satiety  in  the 
stomach.
